JUDGE GILLETTE, PION KER 
JURIST, DIES AT KL RENO 


EL RENO, Feb. 14.-—Judge F. E. 
Gillette, pioneer of O klahom a, died 
at his home here today, He w a s 
75 years old. 
Judge Gillette came here in 189d 
and 
later 
served 
two 
terms 
as 
judge of the 7th territorial judicial 
district. He was prominent in the 
affairs of the territory before state­ 
hood." 


The long and bitter fight follow­ 
ing the indictment of J. B. A. Rob­ 
ertson, then governor, by the Ok­ 
mulgee county grand jury on March 
22, 1922, reached a sudden close 
here at 6 o’clock Tuesday evening 
when Judge Hal Johnson of Shaw­ 
nee, assigned here after the dis­ 
qualification of Judge J. W\ Bolen, 
resident judge, sustained the de­ 
m urrer to the indictment and ord­ 
ered the defendant discharged * aud 
bondsman exoperated. 
Grant Gillispie, state prosecutor, 
gave notice in open court of his in­ 
tention to appeal and asked for time 
to make and serve ’liv case. Judge 
Jchuson directed the clerk to note 
the notice of appeal on the tm i 
docket and allowed the state sixty 
days to make aru serve the case and * 
the defendant ten days to suggest 
amendments. 
W ith the closing remark of Char­ 
ier. E. McPherren, last of the de­ 
fense argument, still ringing in the 
crowded courtroom,' Judge Johnson, 
without further deliberation, niade. 
his decision that brought about tho 
release, of the former governor. 
Five Hours of Argument. 
For five hours state and defense 
attorneys brought to the aid of the 
court legal citations covering and 
bordering the hearing from every 
angle. Row after row 
of 
statute 
books were cleared from the table 
by the defense attorneys in their 
effort to establish their contention 
of the legal interpretation of the 
term bribe and its dealing with the 
hearing before th© court. Most of 
the statute references presented by 
the defense dealt with the official 
duties of the governor with respect 
to 
the charges embodied in the 
indictment. The defense spent most 
of their argum ent in an effort to 
place the indictment 
beyond the 
limit of the governor’s powers. 
The defense principle contention 
attacked the charge of the indict­ 
ment that the defendant knew of 
the insolvency of the Guaranty State 
Bank of Okmulgee. 
The 
defense 
maintained that the solvency or in­ 
solvency of any state bank was 
wholly within the hands of the state 
bank 
commissioner and that the 
governor of the state of Oklahoma 
w'as powerless to act on such mat­ 
ters. 
Another point argued at length 
by ihe defense wrns that the indict­ 
ment charged the governor with al­ 
lowing the deposit of $150,000 to 
be placed in the 
Guaranty 
State 
bank at Okmulgee when the bank 
was insolvent. 
They 
maintained 
that the deposit of 
state 
monies 
wrns entirely within the hands of 
the state treasurer. 
The argument of the state at­ 
torneys occupied little of the court’s 
time. Robert Wimbish, assisting in 
the prosecution went over the case 
citng the statutes. 
Grant Gillispie, county 
attorney 
of Okmulgee county and state prose­ 
cutor, dropped a bomb 
in 
camp 
with his declaration that a high oi- 
ficial can step outside of the pale 
of the law and be guilty 
of 
a 
charge not directed in his official 
duties. Gillispie declared th at if the 
dem urrer be sustained the governor 
or any high official could stand by 
and see an appoutee take a bribe 
and be a participant.” lf this de­ 
m urrer is sustained any officer in 
the state can stand by and say, 
“Fred you take the money.” 
Charles 
E. McPherren followed 
Gillispie as the last counsel for the 
defense. 
McPherren declared that 
there was no law saying that the 
cf fleer, who accepted the bribe and 
the one who gave the bribe could 
be included under the same indict­

charge. 
McPherren declared 
that the charges of the indictment 
were impossible and that the state 
contention that the governor could 
assume the power w?as

Robertson could not be reached 
for an interview after the conclu­ 
sion of the hearing.

Jackson, Lincoln and Johnson are the outstanding “log 
cabin presidents of the United States’*. All three began life 
amid the bitterest poverty and rose to eminence through their 
strong will power and unflagging determination. Jackson was 
born before the Revolution and whatever chance to secure an 
education he might have had was taken from him by that 
war. However, he managed to pick up some education and in 
time became a lawyer, his career as a general not opening 
until the war with the Creeks and later with the British in 
the war of 1812. His military record was a short one, ending 
with the battle of New Orleans, but his career in politics was 
long and stormy. 
Lincoln saw little military service, but from the first took 
an active interest in politics. Like Jackson, Lincoln acquired 
his education through his own efforts and in the face of al­ 
most insurmountable odds. He, also, possessed an unfaltering 
cu termination and like Jackson had the nerve to champion to 
the last the principles he believed right. 
Henry Watterson in his memoirs published a year or two 
prior to his death, expressed the opinion that Johnson de­ 
served more credit than either of other two because of his 
fight against heavy odds. Johnson grew up amid surround­ 
ings even worse than those of the other two. There was no 
one to lend him a helping hand or speak and encouraging word 
during his dreary youth. His wife was his guardian angel who 
unlocked for him the gate to another world. She taught him 
to read and write and gave him a taste for better things. His 
rise in the political world was rapid when he once entered 
the arena and like the other two he experienced stormy days. 
He lost his memorable fight with the radicals of congress 
when he sought to carry out Lincoln’s policies in the recon­ 
struction of the seceded states, but he fought with courage 
to the bitter end. 
No matter what opinion one may have of the soundness 
of the political views of these three men, he must admire 
them for their many great traits of character and for the 
courage they displayed in facing and overcoming adversity. 
Their examples should be an inspiration to boys in every 
sphere of life, for they demonstrated the fact that a man with 
the determination to succeed can rise to the highest positions 
and make his mark in the world, brushing aside thousands 
who had better opportunities and as much natural ability but 
who lacked the energy to rise above the level of mediocrity.

Comparatively little has been said about the death of Dr. 
Roentgen, discoverer of the X-Ray, although he was one of 
the greatest benefactors of the age. His discovery has been 
applied in many ways. but the most common is in the prac­ 
tice of surgery. It is now possible for the surgeon to get an 
accurate view of a broken or dislocated bone or a diseased 
organ and he no longer works on supposition when he under­ 
takes an operation. It is not possible to estimate the amount 
of suffering the use of the X-Ray has saved the human race 
nor of many lives have been saved through its use. However, 
it is human nature to exalt the men who make a dazzling 
showing in the affairs of war or state rather than men of the 
type of Roentgen and Pasteur who have devoted their lives to 
works of mercy and sought to save their fellow beings from 
suffering and death.

Close observers of the conditions in the Ruhr express the 
opinion that the situation is settling down to a test of endur­ 
ance between the French and the Germans. 
The Germans 
have ordered general strikes and boycotts of the French, but 
the latter hold the chief industrial regions together with the 
main source of the fuel supply. This will men the crippling of 
industries in the unoccupied areas and distress throughout the 
nation in a very short time. The occupation is costing France 
and Belgium some money and the question is whether they 
will get enough out of the deal to pay the cost of it. In time 
there will be suffering among the strikers and they will be 
confronted with the alternative of going hungry in order to 
hamper the French or going to work under the direction of 
the new masters.

full resources of the state” for his 
protection should they {be needed. 
Petitions for a new grand jury 
were filed in the district court of 
Judge Mark 
L- 
Bozarth, 
and 
on 
February 27 a grand jury was em ­ 
panelled and instructed to investi­ 
gate all angles of the failure of 
the bank of Com m erce of Okm ul­ 
gee, which had absorbed the G uar­ 
anty State Bank, as well as the 
affairs of other defunt banks 
in 
the county. 
A strenuous effort w^as made by 
Governor Robertson to appear be­ 
fore this grand jury. In a letter 
to H epburn he asked this 'privilege, 
but wfag refused. Then, unexpectedly 
he appeared at the courthouse in 
Okmulgee on March 3 and present­ 
ed Hepburn with a w ritten request 
to be allowed to testify. A copy of 
the request was sent to the fore­ 
man of the grand jury. The county 
attorney again declined, and in de­ 
finite tones anounced that “ no vrit- 
ness 
is 
going 
before 
this 
grand 
jury 
without my consent and no 
one is going to supercede me in 
this 
investigation, 
not 
even 
the 
governor.” 
A private conference between the 
governor an d Hepburn followed at 
the conclusion 
of which 
Hepburn 
m ade his widely quoted statem ent: 
“ W e 
agreed 
th at 
Robertson 
is 
governor of Oklahom a and th a t I 
am 
county attorney of Okmulgee 
county. The governor will not ap­ 
pear before th e grand ju ry .” 
Then followed a fistic encounter 
between 
the governor and 
Jam es 
Lyone, an Okmulgee oil man who 
was a depositor in the failed bank. 
The difficulty arose when Lyone re­ 
fused 
with 
an 
epithet 
to 
accept 
a n 
introduction 
to 
the 
governor. 
A fter this the governor and 
his 
party returned to Oklahoma City. 
On March 22 the grand jury re­ 
ported. 
It 
returned 
indictm ents 
against 15 men, including Governor 
Robertson 
and 
Fred Dennis, 
who 
had recently resigned as state b an k 
commission. Dennis is now' a fugi­ 
tive. 


The indictm ent charged that the 
governor and Dennis had received 
a 
bribe from John 
P. Cook and 
John H. Itebold. president and vice­ 
president respectively of the G u ar­ 
anty 
State 
bank, 
to 
perm it 
the 
bank to continue in operation after 
it was insolvent. The indictm ent re­ 
cited, also that the governor and 
Dennis had caused $12 5,000 of state 
funds to be deposited in the bank 
in an effort to save jt. These funds 
w( re secured. The G uaranty State 
bank was absorbed by the Bank of 
Commerce about eight m onths after 
this alleged transaction. 
All indictm ents returned by the 
grand ju ly were not in connection 
with the failure of the Bank of 
Commerce, several having to do with 
other thank failures in the county. 
On the evening of March 23 Gov­ 
ernor Robertson arrived bv motor 
car in Okmulgee and m ade bond 
of his $5,000 for his appearance at 
trial. 


Then followed a period of l^gal 
m aneuvering 
lasting 
through 
the 
spring and 
sum m er during 
which 
several continuances to the govern­ 
o r’s arraignm ent were taken. 
On August 28 counsel 
for the 
executive leveled 
their guns 
on 
Judge Bozarth and started an of­ 
fensive to 
drive 
him 
from 
the 
bench. A motion to disqualiy him 
was filed in his court at Okmulgee. 
This he .promptly denied. The mo­ 
tion alleged prejudice on the part 
of the court and declared th a t po­ 
pular sentim ent in Okm ulgee coun­ 
ty 
against 
the 
governor 
was 
so 
strong th at it had influenced Judge 
Bozarth to the extent that he could 
not try the case fairly. 
Failing to obtain the disqualifi­ 
cation from Judge B ozirth himself. 
the governor’s atto rn ey s two days 
later filed a m andam us petition in 
the state suprem e court asking that 
he be removed from th e case. The 
suprem e court 
issued an 
altern a­ 
tive writ 
of prohibition 
against 
Judge Bozarth and he was ordered 
to appear before tin4 court and show 
cause why tho w rit should not be 
made perm anent. 
This hearing extended over two 
weeks, testim ony for the governor 
being taken two days of one week 
and testim ony 
for Judge 
Bozarth 
one day the next week. The allega­ 
tions of 
the 
governor’s attorneys 
were virtually the same as those 
made in 
the motion filed in Ok­ 
mulgee. Judge Bozarth denied 
on 
the stand th at he was prejudiced 
and asserted his confidence in his 
ability to try the governor fairly. 
He said that he felt no judge should 
disqualify himself, but that such a 
question 
should 
alw ays be 
taken 
to a higher court. And pursuant to 
this policy he had declined to grant 
the motion, prefferring ot leave 
it 
for the high court. 
In an opinion handed down fol­ 
lowing 
the 
hearing 
the 
supreme 
court 
ordered Judge Bozarth dis­ 
qualified. At the same time it in­ 
dicated 
th at 
a 
judge 
would 
be 
named to hear the trial. 
The case then lay dorm ant until 
November l l when a motion was 
filed (by the defendants in district 
court at Okm ulgee for a change of 
venue. The motion dwelt upon the 
alleged popular 
prejudice 
against 
the governor and asserted th a t It 
would be impossible to conduct an 
im partial tria l in Okmulgee coun­ 
ty. On November 16 Judge Lucien 
B. 
W right of 
Sapulpa heard 
the 
m otion and. after an hour and fif­ 
teen m inutes of argum ent, granted 
It, ordering the case sent to Ponto­ 
toc county. 
Tho county attorney 
Vehemently 
protested 
against 
the 
hearing alleging th at he had not 
been notified and th at the action 
was irregular. 
T hat evening the suprem e court 
assigned Judge Thom as E. Edw ards 


of Cordell to go to Okm ulgee and 
conduct a hearing 
of 
H epburn’s 
charge th at he had not been noti­ 
fied and his motion to have vacat­ 
ed the order sending the case to 
Pontotoc county. This hearing was 
scheduled 
for 
Monday 
morning, 
November 20. 
Before H epburn could present his 
motion, 
counsel 
for the 
governor 
filed a protest against the jurisdic­ 
tion 
of 
the 
Okmulgee 
court 
to 
hear 
the 
case, 
alleging 
th at 
the 
jurisdiction was in Pontotoc county. 
Judge Edw ards held in favor of the 
governor. 
The Suprem e court then issued a 
supplem ental 
order sending Judge 
E d 'va ids to Ada o hear the, motion 
there. Court convened at Ada, W ed­ 
nesday 
morning, 
November 
22, 
and Heyburn at once presented bis 
motion. 
It 
was 
followed 
at once 
by a d em u rrer by the governor’s 
counsel, and in 
the argum ent as 
to which should take precedence be­ 
fore the court, the motion or the 
dem urrer, the governor’s attorneys 
won and the dem u rrer wras argued. 
Lute that afternoon Judge Edw ards 
sustained the d em urrer and ad jo u rn ­ 
ed court until Monday. November 
-7. when a m otion to quash tile in­

Iii the motion filed at Okmulgee 
seeking

the motion was blocked no testi­ 
mony was offered in support of the 
charge. 
Govemoi R obertson Issued a sta- 
tcm ent declaring the accusation was 
a “ dam able lie” and in court at 
Ada he created a mild 
sensation 
when he arose from his seat. and, 
.striding tow ard Hepburn with anger 
in his every feature, told the Pr°- 
M cutor th at lie “ would make him 
prove the charge.” 
The motion filed at Ada a tta c k ­ 
ing the venue change m ade no m en­ 
tion of the all : ed m urder plot. 
.Statements w ere issued by a tto r­ 
neys for and officials of the dis­ 
trict 
m iners’ organization denying 
that the convict had been pailoed

Hepburn. 
The? statem en ts 
said that the man, wrho wras a m iner 
had been released through the in­ 
strum entalities of the m iners’ union.

I. bood, of Philadelphia, spoke thus

Only four m inisters to 
40.000 Lithuanians, only five min-1 
ist^rs to 20,000 
Poles’ 
Bohemia! 
could use 60 more m inisters than 
sh5 has. In Jugoslavia more than a! 
q u a rte r of their congregations arc ! 
vacant .and th ere is danger of dis-] 
integration. Some of those churchesj 
will die out unless they get morel 
ministers. Then, too, three of those 
E uropean countries have no theoto-j 
gi ai schools for the education of I 
their 
young candidates. They 
are 
L ithuania, Poland and Jugoslavia. 
“So finally a plan h as been evolv­ 
ed by your Com m ittee on Clothing 
for Europe. They seat an appeal to] 


each of th e Theological Sem inaries 
of o u r family of churches in Amer­

Oklahoma City, Jan. 22, 1923. 
W» are all proud that we are cit- 
iz*ns of Oklahoma, th at we belong 
to a com m onwealth 
that, 
though 
yet young, has risen to 14th po­ 
sition am ong the 
states 
of 
the 
union as regards agricultural wealth 
This 
rise has 
been rapid, 
though 
certainly concrete and substantial. 
In our agricultural resources, poul­ 
try has play* d an im portant part 
and especially so in recent years. 
Af agriculture is the fundam ental 
basis ol all industry, so is poultry, 
dairying and the raising of o u r liv­ 
ing at home essential factors in a 
successful agricultural industry. 
In 
the following me will point 
out Oklahom a's rise in the poultry 
business, b u t which does not com­ 
pare with the same industry in o th ­ 
er leading agricultural states. But 
in the sense that we are W estern 
we a re n tw and m ight fairly as­ 
sume th at age will bring its incre­ 
m ent of possession and th at experi­ 
ences of o th er sta te s* in not pro­ 
ducing poultry on every farm will 
be to us an incentive, that poul­ 
try is m ainly essential to the wel­ 
fare of our agriculture. 
In a way of showing the early 
aw akening 
of 
Oklahoma 
farm ers 
to the necessity of a t least estab­ 
lishing a ‘side-line’ of poultry on 
their farm s; iii 1910 only 88.7 per 
cent of the total num ber of farm s 
wert 
reported as having chickens. 
Today it is estim ated th at 95 per 
ct ut of all farm s h a w poultry on 
them. These figure© indicate a con- 
sidt rable decrease 
in 
the 
num ber 
of 
larins 
not 
having poultry, 
in 
spite of the fact th at there was an 
increase in th e total 
num ber 
of 
farm s between these periods. Okla­ 
homa farm ers have disbanded the 
idea of attem pting to farm large 
tracts of land 
without the neces­ 
sary equipm ent and assistance aud 
are generally takipg hold of small 
homesteads, th at which 
they 
can 
farm effectively and to the best ad­ 
vantage. On these small farm s we 
find more especially a keen in te r­ 
est being taken in the poultry in- 
iiu£try, a fair profit being derived 
therefrom and 
doing 
much 
in 
a 
way of furnishing the farm er and 
his family not only a part of their 
living but a source of income that 
'rill help to tide over a bad trop 
year. 
Farm ers of the state 
had 
on 
hand in 1920, the census year, a 
total of 
11,932,584 chickens— this 
a nincrease of over 3,500,000 as com 
pared with the year 19T0..Evcn be­ 
tween tin1 years 1919 
and 
1920 
there was reported an Increase of 
over 800,000 fowls. These data, in­ 
creasing as they are, t< nds to make 
us believe th at the future will see 
Oklahoma 
rapidly 
forging 
to 
the 
front and taking her place am ong 
the top most states in the indus­ 
try. O klahom a does not near rank 
with states producing over one h u n ­ 
dred million dozens of eggs yearly 


but in 1920 we carried a total of 
15,500,000 dozens \alu ed at approx­ 
imately $16,000,000. This was n ear­ 
ly two and one-half tim es greater 
than the value of 1910. 
Although Oklahom a's poultry in­ 
dustry is still in its infancy the 
value of all chickens and eggs pro­ 
duced 
in 
1922 
was estim ated 
as 
carrying a 
value 
of 
$30,000,000. 
I his exceeds the value of our hogs, 
sheep and goats, taken individually, 
and com pares favorably 
with 
the 
value of our dairy cattle. It also 
surpassed the value of milk, cream 
ana b utterfat sold 
in 
the 
year 
19 20. The value of our poultry and 
eggs for 1922 went beyond the val­ 
ue of all crops for each of seven 
states in the Union. 
O klahom a's rise

years as regards the num ber and 
quality of poultry was largely in­ 
fluenced through the following fac­ 
tors; county and district fairs, or­ 
ganized 
poultry clubs,
